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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on 6-28-2004 is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Swanson US 20020141 549A1 in view of Glatzer US 20050078090A1 . 

As to claim 2, Swanson discloses a method for outputting help information on a 
mobile radio device in which context-related help information for operation and input 
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functions is stored (see par. 0001, 0046), the method comprising: receiving a request 
for help information (see par. 0039); outputting help information with acoustic output 
(see par. 0036). Swanson does not specifically disclose outputting help information with 
one or more signaling buttons. In an analogous art, Glatzer discloses outputting help 
information with one or more signaling buttons (see par. 0001). Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to add 
signaling (highlighted) buttons to the help mobile radio of Swanson to provide a fast and 
simple way to indicate different functions as suggested by Glatzer in the same 
paragraph. 

As to claim 3, Glatzer discloses a method wherein outputting help information by 
one or more signaling buttons includes illuminating the signaling buttons at an 
illumination level different from other buttons (highlighting, see par. 0001). 

As to claim 4, Swason discloses a method wherein acoustic output includes 
voice output of a help text via a speaker in the mobile radio device (see par. 0037, 
0045). 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. 

a. Hertzberg US 2004022471 7A1 discloses a communication device with a voice 
user interface with signaling buttons.
